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REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the present application are 
respectfully requested in view of the following remarks. Claims 1-3, 5-17, 19- 
20 and 22-58 were pending. 

In the Office Action, claims 2-3, 5-8, 11-17, 18-19, 20, 22-25, 28-33, 36, 
37, 39-40, 42-43 and 50-52 are indicated to include allowable subject matter. 
See Final Office Action, item 3. In item 2 of the Final Office Action, claim 17 is 
indicated to be rejected as being anticipated by Kubo (US Patent 6,992,711). 
Thus, Applicants will treat claim 17 as being rejected even though it is also 
listed as including allowable subject matter. As a result, Applicants will treat 
claims 2-3, 5-8, 11-16, 18-19, 20, 22-25, 28-33, 36, 37, 39-40, 42-43 and 50- 
52 as including allowable subject matter. 

In this Reply, the following amendments are made to put the application 
in condition for allowance. 

• Claims 34, 46 and 55 are canceled; 

• Claim 11, which is indicated to include allowable subject matter, is canceled 
and the features therein are incorporated into independent claim 1. 
Accordingly, independent claim 1 is allowable; 
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Claim 28, which is indicated to include allowable subject matter, is canceled 
and the features therein are incorporated into independent claim 17. 
Accordingly, independent claim 17 is allowable; 

Claim 36, which is indicated to include allowable subject matter, is canceled 
and the features therein are incorporated into independent claim 35. 
Accordingly, independent claim 35 is allowable; 

Claim 37, which is indicated to include allowable subject matter, is 
converted to be in independent form. Accordingly, independent claim 37 is 
allowable; 

Claim 39, which is indicated to include allowable subject matter, is canceled 
and the features therein are incorporated into independent claim 38. 
Accordingly, independent claim 38 is allowable; 

Claim 40, which is indicated to include allowable subject matter, is 
converted to be in independent form. Accordingly, claim independent 40 is 
allowable; 

Claim 42, which is indicated to include allowable subject matter, is canceled 
and the features therein are incorporated into independent claim 41. 
Accordingly, independent claim 41 is allowable; and 
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• Claim 43, which is indicated to include allowable subject matter, is 
converted to be in independent form. Accordingly, independent claim 43 is 
allowable. 

As amended, claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-17, 19-20, 22-27, 29-33, 35, 37-38, 
40-41, 43-45, 47-54 and 56-58 are pending. Claims 1, 17, 35, 37, 38, 40, 41 
and 43 are independent. 

It is demonstrated above that all independent claims are now allowable. 
Accordingly, the dependent claims 2-3, 5-10, 12-16, 19-20, 22-27, 29-33, 44- 
45, 47-54 and 56-58 are also allowable for at least due to their dependencies 
from the allowable independent claims.

All objections and rejections raised in the Final Office Action having been 
addressed, it is respectfully submitted that the present application is in 
condition for allowance.
